The Indians say they w ant the gov­ 
ernm ent to give them the Powder riv­ 
er v a lle y for a hunting ground and 
persist In their determ ination not to 
be taken back to Utah. 
"W e are going to visit Chief W hite 
Cow Bull of the Cheyennes at any cost 
and will not be taken back to Utah 
to starve. 
We would rath er die first,” 
is the sub«i »nce of the answ er of Chief 
K annapp to the soldiers. 
The Indians pay no attention to the 
soldiers. 
A fight was alm ost started 
Monday night when an Indian encoun­ 
tered a sentinel of the Tenth cavalry. 
Th© Indian refused to turn out of 
the path and rudely bumped against 
the soldier. 
Only the intervention of 
some cavalrym en prevented a serious 
•acounter, as other Indians cam e up. 
As the U tes are continually 
on the 
move in sm all hands, cowboys are 
hired by the soldiers as scouts to keep 
track of th© Indians.

T ile r Are Not Social Iaeocte, I.lke the 
Honer Molter*. 
The burrowing bees ere commonly 
ranked with s o lita r y Insect*. Certainly 
they are not “social,” Brin* in organiz­ 
ed communities, Uke honeybees. 
Hut 
one might venture to call (hem “neigh* 
borly Insects,” for they love to make 
their cavernous hermitages In well 
peopler! neighborhoods. 
Their burrow sites are preferably up­ 
on hard, dry spots, With a hit of slope, 
mayl>e. 
Therein th* mother w ill sink 
a shaft eight or tell Inches deep nnd 
about three-eighths of an Inch wide. 
On either side silo will dig out small 
ovate cells, five or six In nil, which she 
duly provisions nnd supplies with an 
egg apiece. 
The burrows are about tho bigness of 
the occupant nnd extend inward for a 
foot or so, with sundry enlargem ents, 
after the fashion of their kind, w here­ 
in tho young are bred. In tho height 
of the season these bec neighborhoods 
are the seen* of a busy life. 
The air 
resounds with the hum of wings as the 
Insects fly to and fro on parental duties 
bent, plenishing their nurseries with 
pollen nnd honey of tho flowers. But 
ju st Inside each burrow gate an Inter­ 
esting phase of insect life goes on. Be­ 
yond the gateway, which is about the 
length of the bee, there rises a vesti­ 
bule—a tiny expansion of tho burrow — 
whose use soon appears. 
Ju st within 
the gateway, with face tow ard the 
opening, cue of the housekeepers, now 
the male nnd now the female, hut often­ 
er the former, keep-* constantly on 
guard. ' And great need there Is for 
such sentry duty, for insect rogues and 
thieves besiege the doors to plunder I 
the contents of the nurseries or Infect I 
them with parasitic eggs.—H arper’s.

In It were four objects, a j 
stool to sit upon w hen washing oneself I 
before getting Into Hie bath, a shining 
brass w ash basin, a wooden pall aud I 
dipper in which to fetch the bath wa- ! 
ter ami the tub. 
The tub, like most : 
private baths, w as round, casket shap­ 
ed nnd made of w hite wood. 
It w as 1 
perhaps thirty Inches in diam eter nnd j 
tw enty-sere n Inches high. 
A copper | 
funnel or tube passing through the bot- ! 
tom Went up Inside close to the edge. 
This, filled w ith lighted charcoal, sup- I 
plied heat for the water. The pipe was > 
higher than the tub, so th e w ater J 
could not leak Inside. 
A few tran s­ 
verse bars of wood fitted Into grooves 
and formed n protection so the bather 
could kneel in the tub w ithout coming 
In contact with the hot pipe. The wulls 
of the room were of w hite wood, w ith 
a pretty grain; the floor of pine, laid 
w ith a slight sloi>e aud grooved so the 
w ater might flow into a gutter aud 
through a bamboo pipe to the yard. 
A 
moon shaped lattice window’ high up 
let in air ami light. 
As a provision for 
more ventilation the two outside walls 
for a foot below the ceiling were lat­ 
tice of bamboo slats.

Shannon et a1., which involved the con­ 
stitutionality of the intangible tax law-, 
passed by the last legislature, thereby 
holding the act to be constitutional. 
The court adopts the opinion in full 
of D istrict Judge Brooks of the Twen­ 
ty-sixth district court here, whose opin­ 
ion was th at ttje Taw is not obnoxious 
to the constitution, and denied an in 
Junction to restrain the state tax board 
from perform ing its functions under 
the law. 
Judge Brooks also held th at 
the duties of a tax board were m ere­ 
ly 'advisory and not m andatory, which 
Is upheld by the court of civil appeals. 
The case goes to the suprem e court.
